He expressed the opinion that Thaw’ 
might easily commit a “Jack thfi 
Ripper” crime if released. “Alien­ 
ists said that if Thaw were free 
he would never again to anything 
like the murder of Stanford White,” 
said Jerome. “The great peril lies 
in the- fact that Thaw was close to 
being a sadist. 
‘‘The 
alienists 
who 
have 
been 
called to the stand in Philadelphia 
say that they have observed no hal­ 
lucinations or delusions 
in 
Thaw. 
When you have constitutional in­ 
feriority with a paranoid trend it is 
only in the rarest cases that you 
have hallucinations. 
The delusions 
he is subject to are not noticeable 
in a short conversation with him. 
Men 
of Thaw’s 
type of insanity 
really have hallucinations and de­ 
lusions which are very difficult to 
detect. 
“After the experiences that Thaw 
has had with alienists he would not 
be apt to manifest his delusions 
until he began to fag mentally.

WASTE OF LIFE 


Never a day passes but some one is injured in this 
section of the state in an automobile accident. 
Some days 
the accidents run into the plural. 
In the country as a whole, 
the fatalities from foolish driving of cars will probably aver­ 
age one hundred a day, or 36,365 a year. 
Here is the way an accident often happens. 
We watched 
a not unusual case Sunday. 
A driver was going west on 
Twelfth and another was going south on Townsend. 
The 
first driver never for an instant looked north on Townsend. 
Had the driver on Townsend not had complete control of his 
car, there would have been a collision which might have re­ 
sulted in several deaths. 
Both cars were loaded with women 
and children. * 
We have seen drivers make the curves on the graveled 
road forty or fifty miles an hour. 
Any c a r'running over 
twenty-f^ve railes an hour is out of control, no matter who is 
driving. 
To stop in ordeh to avoid an accident, if some one is 
coming in an opposite direction or if something goes wrong 
with the steering gear, is impossible. 
If only the fool drivers were killed, probably the world 
would not be so much the worse. 
The trouble, however, is 
that innocent people are usually the ones killed or mained. 
We are not in favor of the law interfering with the 
general happiness of the individual, but we are in favor of 
safe driving. 
If nothing else will do, a law should be passed 
and every car should be geared to a maximum of 25 miles an 
hour. 
To drive a car with a greater speed should require 
a license and any abuse of the privilege should be sufficient 
evidence to cancel the license and require a heavy fine. 
Before a person could get a license he should be made to show 
a reason for it 
So far as we can think, only surgeons and 
peace officers should be granted licenses.

State Placed Under Drastic 
Bar Against California 
Foot-Mouth Disease 


OKLAHOMA CITY. Okla., April 
24.—Strict quarantine against Cali­ 
fornia to prevent the introduction 
of the foot and mouth disease into 
Oklahoma is being maintained by 
the department of agriculture, ac­ 
cording to John A. W hitehurst, pres­ 
ident. 
The recent violence in Arizona, 
when several 
hundred 
motorists 
from California attempted to break 
the quarantine blockade and cross 
the state, has caused Oklahoma to 
redouble its vigilance at* the bord­ 
er crossings, W hitehurst said. While 
it probably would not be necessary 
to resort to armed vigilance a cav­ 
alcade of motorists would' in 
all 
probability be escorted across the 
state, should the agriculture depart- 
nient deem it necessary, he declared. 
"The foot and 'mouth disease is 
the most dread livestock malady 
and once it enters a state excessive 
mortality is certain to- result iii the 
cattle herds, "W hitehurst said, add­ 
ing that it might wipe out the live­ 
stock industry in Oklahoma in a few 
months. 
Transportation of cattle, sheep, 
horses, dogs, pet animals, all oth­ 
er livestock and poultry of all Rinds 
from California to Oklahoma is pro­ 
hibited by the department. Dressed 
carcasses cannot be brought from 
California to Oklahoma and shije. 
menis of dressed hides are banned 
unless the hide are disinfected prior 
to shipment under the supervision 
of a federal inspector. Hay, straw 
and products wrapped in hay or 
straw may not enter Oklahoma from 
California unless a certificate of ap­ 
proval by the United States depart 
ment of agriculture or the Califor­ 
nia department of agriculture ac­ 
companies the shipment. 
Fruits and vegetables may enter 
the state from the Pacific coast pro­ 
vided they are shipped in new con­ 
tainers and originate in areas ap­ 
proved for fruit and vegetable ship­ 
ments, the ‘Oklahoma 
regulation 
provides. 
All sheep shearers, farm laborers, 
dairy laborors, farm, 
ranch 
and 
Mock yard help in general coming 
from California, unless able to furn­ 
ish affidavit evidence 
that 
they 
have not been in any district in­ 
fected with foot and mouth dis­ 
ease, shall be required to, either 
discard, wash in boiling water, or 
subject all their clothing to fumi­ 
gation. 
Emigrant movables shall not be 
shipped into Oklahoma unless ac­ 
companied by a federal 
or 
state 
certificate attesting to disinfection, 
the department regulation reads. 
The quarantine proclamation is 
the most drastic ever issued by the 
Oklahoma agriculture department, 
W hitehurst said.
